What  you  will  find  in  this  catalogue  is  small  sampling  of  both 
historical  and  contemporary  selections  from  the  collection.  The 
material  dates  back  to  1949  and  presents  a  wide  range  of  perspec- 
tives on  many  of  the  most  vital  issues  in  contemporary  U.S.  history. 

As  the  thirty-seven  year  leader  in  open  access,  first  amendment 
radio,  Pacifica  has  broadcast  programs  of  singular  historical  and 
educational  value,  programs  of  people,  issues,  and  events  that 
are  under-represented  in  commercial  media.  The  five  Pacifica 
stations  and  its  national  new  bureau,  Pacifica  Radio  News,  have 
won  distinguished  citations  including  many  Armstrong,  Peabody, 
and  Ohio  State  awards.  The  archive  continues  to  grow.  The 
tapes  are  used  by  colleges,  universities,  libraries,  and  individual 
scholars,  as  well  as  by  non-commercial  radio  stations  who 
broadcast  them,  and  media  producers  seeking  original  source 
material  for  use  in  new  productions.
